Oklahoma has never had as poor j 
growing conditions for wheat as at 
the present time” and that it is 
“ not possible, even with immediate 
relief from the drouth, to produce j 
a fair crop in this state'* was is­ 
sued here today by John A White­ 
hurst, president of the state board 
of agriculture. 
The statement contains the predie- 
I tion that the 3.100,000 acres put 
to wheat last year will be cut at 
least fifteen percent this year on 
account of the excessive drouth and 
lack of prepartion of the soil. 
Referring 
to 
wheat 
conditions 
throughout the nations, the state­ 
ment says, " The hard wheat out­ 
look for the United States, which 
represents 62.4 percent of the wheat 
grown in the country, has probably 
never been poorer than now.” 
The growing condition of wheat 
at present time in Oklahoma is es­ 
timated by Mr. Whitehurst at 57 
to 60 percent. 
“ That portion of the wheat belt 
east of tho Rock Island railroad, 
running through Enid, El Paso and 
Duncan, is making the best show­ 
ing on account 
of good 
rains in 
September,” the 
statement 
says. 
“ That part lying west of the Rock 
Island, Where 
60 
percent 
of the 
state s wheat is grown, shows much 
of the wheat land not prepared or 
planted, any fields which have been 
planted have not germinated. Fields 
that look green from th** road, on 


close examination, show poor stands 
and poor growing; condition. 
“The recent report put out by the 
Kansas board of agriculture places 
the 
growing 
condition 
in 
Kansas 
at 
58.6 
percent, 
practically 
the 
same as Oklahoma. Some of the 
districts in western Oklahoma, how­ 
ever, run as low' as 3 5 percent.” 
the statement continued. 
“ Farm ers cannot expect the usual 
pasture crop on their wheat even 


should we have rains in the n%xt 
ten or fifteen days. 
“ It is not possible, even with im­ 
mediate relief, to grow' a fair crop 
of wheat in Oklahoma. I have oc­ 
casionally' seen late wheat that made 
a good average crop. However, early 
preparation of soil and early plant­ 
ing have invariably made the largest 
1 yield.”
